The reader goes 
with six-year-old Davie through the agonizingly 
long week of waiting for Shadrach to arrive, and 
then shares with him the extremes of pleasure 
and despair that the problems of caring for a 
rabbit bring. The sensitively written story is 
more suited to adults than to children. It is 
excellent for parents! collections both as a 
book to add to their understanding of children 
and as a book for reading aloud in family 
groups. For the latter use, the appeal will be 
greater for older children than for the six or 
seven year olds,
